But, in the paths of Juniors, many difficulties 
presented themselves to us. Those stumbling blocks—Chemistry, Cicero, Solid 
Geometry, and Oh! so many others. Yet in its connection, we will always have 
one pleasant memory—our Junior and Senior Prom. 

This year we elected Miss Hart, adviser; Earl Doty, president; Margaret 
Fisher, vice-president; Braden Whittington, setretary-treasurer. In regard to 
social activities we entertained ourselves with a Hallowe’en party and were enter- 
tained by the Juniors with a Prom. It is with a feeling of regret that we separate 
into the different fields of life and learning, and one of our deepest regrets is that 
all the 156 are not reaching the goal; only 87 of them. We are proud of the num- 
ber, proud that we belong to the large class of 1924.

TRACK AND FIELD 


Victorious in all dual meets; winners of the Franklin County meet; first in 
the Southern Illinois track and field competition; formidable at the McEndree 
College gathering; a creditable showing at the Urbana Interscholastic;—such 1s 
the record of the 1922-23 track team of the B. T. H. S. 

Carbondale, who boasted of many fast men on their team, was our first victim. 
One of their men was even speedy enough to nose out Fletcher, our fastest dash 
man. But these few defeats were not sufficient to keep us from winning the meet; 
for points were piled up on our scoreboard from all the other events. 

This practice with the Carbondale team took the winter kinks out of our 
boys and prepared them for the Franklin County track and field meet. On this 
day, West Frankfort, with her Lee and Baker, and also Christopher, Illinois, 
were decisively defeated by Benton. Records were smashed repeatedly. Our 
track captain, ““Red’’ Moore, by flying 22 feet through the air in the broad jump, 
established a record which may stand for some time. Field captain, Gammon, 
annexed two records to his credit, by throwing the javelin 161 feet and by leaping 
44 feet in the hop, step, and jump event. He should be credited with a most 
spectacular and enviable performance. Fletcher took both dashes in good time 
and Doty hurled himself through the air to win the high jump with a leap § ft.
